might be. 


The Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, which 


has 
been :debated; for nearly live 


.mdnthsh, became a law by.President 
Tnft's signature at 6:06 o'clock last 
evening. 


Soon after adopting the conference 


report, both houses voted a concurrent 
resolution, which lowers the duties on 
boots and .shoes. 
An attempt hy 


southern senators to Include with the 
bill a reduction on cotton bagging 
met with defeat. 


President Toft arrived at the Capitol 


at 4:45 p.-m. and entered the room 
set aside ' for the occupation of the 
president on the concluding day of a 
session of congress. His appearance 
there caused members of congress to 
desert their two chambers and form 
In line to be received by him. There 
was a constant procession'of hand-i 
shaking statesmen through the presi- 
dent's room from the time of his ar- 
rival until hla 
departure at 5:60 


o'clock. 


. Just as the hands of the gold clock 
in the president's room reached 6:00 
the Payne tariff bill was laid before 
the president and he attached his sig- 
nature, adding "Signed five minutes 
after five o'clock, August 5th, 1909— 
W. H. T." 


Revision Is Downward 


President Taft last night gave out 


a statement embodying his views of 
the new tariff act, which he desig- 
nates officially as the "Payne Bill," in 
accordance with the past custom of 
giving recognition to the framer of 
the measure in the house. 


The president says that though the 


bill is not perfect by any moans, nor 
"a complete compliance with prom- 
ises made, strictly interpreted,".It is 
nevertheless, a sincere effort on the 
part of the party'to make a downward 
revision and to comply with the prom- 
ises of the platform. 


Six o'clock was agreed upon by the 


two houses as the hour for final ad- 
journment. 
A resolution offered by 


Mr. Culherson expressing the appre- 
ciation of tlie senate for the able and 
Impartial manner in which the vice 
president had presided over the ses- 
sions of that body was adopted.

The United States Batleshlp Maine, 


Captain William "B. Caperton, U. S. 
N., commanding, arrived at the Navy 
Yard shortly after four o'clock 
and 


was docked at the coaling plant pier. 
The battleship will, as soon as pos- 
sible, go out of commission for a gen- 
eral rebuilding, for which nearly a 
half- million dollars is available. 


The battleship was left at Province- 


town when the big fleet sailed for the 
south, and as soon" as the fleet had 
left she started for this yard, arriving 
during, the early afternoon, and for a 
time anchored in the lower harbor 
with the training squadron, and theu 
proceeded at four o'clock to the navy 
yard to her berth '. 


The -battleship 
Maine originally 


started with the around the world 
cruise, but when she was coming up 
the west coast trouble was developed 
with her boilers and at San-Francis- 
co she was detached and 
ordered 


home by way of the Suez Canal. At 
that time a survey was made and it 
was stated that all of her 
boilers 


would have to bo replaced. She how- 
ever made the trip and arrived in, this 
city, being the first of the world trip 
.fleet to return. At that time there 
'was considerable work done on-the 
ship and her boilers 'were patched 
up temporarily, so that she would 
join the fleet on Its return. 
Later 


she was sent to the south, and back 
to this yard In June. At that time 
nothing was done to her boilers as it 
was understood that, owing to 
the 


bad condition of the Missouri, boilers, 
she would he" delayed joining the 
fleet ,anrt the Maine was, to take her 
place. 
• - . - • • . 


Since the .fleet has .been working 


oft Provincetown, the Maine,has had 
more or less trouble with her, defec- 
tive boilers, and Monday there was al- 
most a panic on tlio .ship, when sever- 
al of her/ .boiler ,tubes and .nipples 
were.blown out. This.resulted in tlie 
ship being ordered ..-detached, and to 
this ward, to go out of commission. 
It was originally Intended to'have tlio 
Maine Btay with, the fleet untll._th,e 
Missouri was repaired, liut tho troub- 
les with the boilers ivoro Hueh'that It 


was known that it was doubtful if 
she would be able to make the trip 
south. 


The Maine will, as soon as neces- 


sary orders are 
received, go out 


commission, but it will be at least 
two weeks before all of the stores are 
off and the ship ready to go out of 
commission. It is estimated 
that 


there is at least a year's work on the 
ship, and it will mean 
-the employ- 


ment of a large force of skilled labor 
on the yard during the entire winter 
months.

PIPE. ' 


It Requires Careful Smoking to Color 


It Properly. 


Ordinarily a meerschaum pipe 
IH 


boiled for coloring In a preparation of 
wax. which 13 absorbed and a thin 
coating of wax Is held on the surface 
oC'the plpo nnrt'mado to take a high 
polish. Under the wax Isn-ctalned the 
oil of tobncco, which is 'absorbed by 
tlio pipe, and Us hue grows darker In 
proportion to tlie tobacco used. 
A 


meerschaum pipe at Ilrst should be 
smoked very slowly, and before a sec- 
ond bowlful Is lighted Iheflilpo should 
cool off. This Is to keep^tbe wax: as 
far up the bowl as possible, and 
rapid smoking will overbont, driving 
the wax oil and leaving tine pipe dry 
and raw. 
,' 


A new pipe Bhoiild never fl>e smnkcd 


outdoors In extremely col-il weather. 
Fill the plpo and smoke down ubout 
one-third, or to the height; to which 
yon wish color. Leave the'remainder 
of the tobacco In tho pipe mini do not 
empty or disturb It for several weeks, 
or until tlie desired color fls'oblalncd. 
When smoking put fresh tobacco on 
the top mid smoke to thcisnino level. 
When once burned the pipe cannot be 
satisfactorily colored unleKK the burn- 
ed portion Is removed and tlm surface 
again treated by the proeuss by which 
meerschaum Is prepared. 
Tim color- 


ins is produced by the action of the 
smoke upon tin- oils and wax which 
are superficially on Ihe exterior of tho 
pipe and are appjlcd In the same proc- 
ess of mnmifncluic.—London Answers.
